A FOBTY-YEAH-OLn PARTY. 


The fortieth aTiniversai y of i he organ- 


ization o! the KcpuWican party was 
celebrated at Washington City last Sat- 
urday night by the Republican Club. 
It was stated that tbo llrst convention 
was hek1 in Pittsburg, February 22d, 
1856, but 
a=> the convention was ar- 


ranged for at Washington, it was de- 
cided that the National Capital was the 
place for celebrating the anniversary. 
A. M. Olapp, ouo of the men who at- 
tended the- Pittsburg Convention, pre- 
sided at the meeting last Saturday,and 
addressed wore delivered by several 
prominent members of the party. 


The Republican party was organized 


to prevent the extension of slavery. 
That was its sole aim and object. The 
founders v.-ere ridiculed by the Aboli- 
tionist? 
and 
Wendell Phillips de- 


nounced them 
as hypocrite;-, time- 


servori and double-dealers, much in 
the same, strain as the Silver men and 
Populists are denounced to-day by the 
organs and hirelings of the gold trust. 
The founders of the Republican party 
were represented as fanatics, men v;ith 
one idea aau ilitan impracticable one, 
yet in a few j er.r^ that party had con 
trol of ths Federal Government and 
held it for 
twenty-four consecutive 


years. They h;:d oas paramount issue 
in their platforms, but they legislated 
on all important matters. 
They paid 


no attention to the assertions of the 
Whigs and Democrats that there was 
not room in the United States for three 
National parties, and in a few ypars 
bad ssuch complete control of the coun 
try that there was virtually no other 
party in existence, except in name. 


Now, 
members of that party asspit, as 


did the Whigs and Democrats, that 
there id no occasion for a third party, 
and this, too, in the face of the fact 
that millions of voters are giving con- 
clusive proof that they are dissatisfied 
with the old parlies, by swaying fiom 
one to the other at each recurring elec- 
tion. 
In 1392 a Democratic tidal wave 


elected Cleveland by 277 electoial votss 
to 143 for Hariiion and gave tho Demo- 
crats, the llonse of Representatives by 
a majority of nearly one hundred.

ISM, jost two years later, a Repul hcaa 
cyclone swept the country and It-It the 
Republicans 241 members to 105 Dcmj- 
ciats in Congress.

country in 1892 out of sight at the next 
election. 
Now the party in the :i<-ceiid- 


ency in Congress is doiug nothing 
more for the country than the Demo- 
cratic pasty, and voters arc heartily 
tired of both. 
To say that under such 


circumstances there is no occasion for 
a thisd party is to admit that the peo- 
ple have lost their independence and 
must alternate between Republicanism 
J«»d Democracy, with no hope of getting 
'relief from either, forever aud aye 


I'KKK 
COINAGE AN1J T IHIFr. 


The Republicans of Nevada, that is 


the men who run the paity macLiuc, 
do not seem to be in accord with the 
party in Colorado, Idaho, Montana and 
other silver producing States. 
Here 


in Nevada, doubtless for the purpose 
of pulling tha wool over the sheep- 
men's eyes and getting them to stand 
in with the machine, tariff and office 
are made the leading issues, while in 
the other silver producing States free 
coinage 
IB considered of at least as 


much importance as the tariff on wool. 
Discussing the subject 
the Denver 


Republican of the 18th instant tays: 


The Protectionist 
Republicans in 


the Eastern States may as well under- 
stand now as at any future time that 
no high tariff legislation can be en- 
acted until they first aid in tho re- 
opening of our mints to the unrestrict- 
ed coinage of both silver and gold at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, without the co- 
operation of any foreign country. The 
Republicans of the west are as firm be- 
lievers in the policy of protection as 
their Eastern brethren, but they also 
know that bimetallism is the more im- 
portant policy of the two, and until it 
is secured they will withhold their sup- 
port from all protective tariff bills in 
Congress.

That is Republicanism in Colorado. 


Do the Republicans of Nevada en- 
dorse it? They believe in protection 
in Colorado, but they know that bi- 
metallism is the more important and 
until it is assured they will withhold 
their support from all protective tariff 
bills. Senator Teller will not support 
a tariff bill unless it is coupled with a 
free coinage bill, and not only tho Re- 
publicans, but a large majority of the 
people of the State endorse his course. 
The Senators and Representative from 
Nevada are in full accord with Senator i 
Teller, yet they are denounced by every 
little place hunter connected with the 
Republican machine in bar-rooms and 
on street™ corners. 
Senators Teller, 


Jones and Stewart aud Representative 
Newlands believe that the remonetizu- 
tion of silver is of the greatest im- 
portance to the country, but they are 
not opposed to a moderate tariff. They 
want a free coinage act and a tariff act 
to go on the statutes together. The 
Nevada place hunter thinks a stall at 
the public crib is the paramount issue 
and the financial and tariff questions 
are to him matters of secondary im- 
portance. He fancies that his success 
in getting office depends upon villify- 
ing our Congressional Representatives 
and he exhausts his vocabulary of 
billingsgate every time he refers to 
Jonas, Stewart or Newlands.

Washington's Birthday was observed 


at Spokane. Washington, by the friends 
of silver, and addresses were delivered 
by some of the most eminent men in 
the Stale. Washington, as first Presi- 
dent of the United States, was a friend 
of silver, aud made the silver dollar 
the money unit of tho country. The 
coin as issued from the mint in 1792 
bore the inscription "One Dollar or 
Unit, 100 Cents," and the friends of 
silver at Spokane deemed tho anni- 
versary of "Washington's Birthday an 
appropriate occasion to speak in favor 
of silver remonetization.-and call at- 
tention to the fact that oar modern 
statesmen repudiate as unsound tho 
dollar of 412,'< grains of standard sil- 


ver, 
which the founders of the govern- 


ment declared should be the unit of 
the monetary system of the United 
States.

Her 
claim to glory and fame lies in tho 
wide range of hei' voice, which can 
truthfully be dominated the widest 
anged soprano in the woild. It ex 
tends fiom "g" below the treble staff to 
e" altissimo, a range of nearly four 
octaves. 


The rapidity with which she parses 


fiom a full voice to the faintest of 
echo tones is marvelous. The wonder- 
ful compass of her voice, its lyric 
sweetness and her physical ease has 
evoked great comment from musical 
critics. Her cadenzas are astounding. 
One can scarce follow her in that beau- 
tiful flight, which flrst intones in a 
clear and rythmatic measure note upon 
note until the altissimo glides flute- 
like from her lips into the realm of tho 
unearthly. She lacks strength in the 
middle registers. She does not have 
the execution of a Patti nor the passion 
of a Calve nor the magnetism of a 
Melba, yet in those beautiful echo 
tones, so far beyond the ordinary rangi 
of the human voice, sweet, clear anc 
distinct, she gives promise under culti 
vation and experience to be a second 
Jenny Lind. 


Miss Yaw id a native of New York 


but her home is in Califoi nia. She is a 
slender, graceful blonde, with a classic 
faae and clear blue eyes not yet out- 
grown tho winsomenesa of schoolgirl- 
liood. Hei musical education has been 
of the test. For three years she studied 
under Mine. Theo Bjoiksten of New 
York. Afterwards in Paris she studied 
under Delle Sedie and Rax. Miss Yaw 
has achieved success in Paris, New 
York and Washington. She is some- 
tbingnewinthis age of human marvels. 


Yvette Guilbert. Slide the "\"and
